>t^ bonds are exempt from oil Federal, 

Btftte, municipal and local taxation, 
-except surtaxes, estate. Inheritance 
and gift taxes. They are <giiarantoed 
i^ fully as to principal and Interest by 
tho United States government. In a 
w relatively short period after they wore 
Issued, they sold above par and had 
met a favorable reception from far- 
mers and their creditors all over the 
United States. With tho use of these

Bl, 1934, Bubaequent price defltjicH 
made the average net Incrtanf .itily 
about Ic per gallon. 

The Increase In cost to cniisu »"s 
vna placed at |160,OQO,OUU annun<ly 
as compared with state and feileral 
ta-tes averaging 5. He per gallon 
and costing $700,000,000 annually. 



The Commission explained that the 
Consumers' Advisory Hoard had es-

Sowing Soybeans nnd CowQ^as 

May Help Meet Feed Need 
Threatened with a aorlnus feed 
shrM-taRo as a result of the dry 
weather and the cblneb bu;^ menace, 
iltlnclH Uveatock farniors Hlill have 
a ' cltauce to moot Uin situation by 
planting additional land to Hoyheans 
or cf wpcas for hay. according to the 
unliiLil buiibatidry deparlnient, Col- 
lege of Attiluulliire, University of 
ininrl.t. 

Dry weather since the early part 
of April hafl rndiicod the growth of 
paxtureH, meadows and sa:all KraluH. 
\i the same time the abornmally 
dry season has been particularly fav- 
orable for the reprodnclion of horden 
of chinch bugH, the most destructive 
and wldejiproad insect now preseni 
In the slate. Unless heavy rains are 
general in a short time, these two 
factors niuy create a serlouH shortage 
of livestock feed, It was predicted. 

Since chinch bugs do not feed on 
legumes, It Is being suggested that 
Illinois farmers take Immediate steps 
lo increase their soybean and cowpoa 
acreage for hay production. It may 
be advisable lo plant some of the 
corn fironnd lo these crops. 

Both soybeans! and cowpeaa are 
excellent roughages for meat, dairy 
and work stock. When these hays 
are fed along with lower grade non- 
leguminous rouBhaKos, they greatly 
Improve the productivity of the ra- 
tion, 'Soybeans may bo planted In 
the central and northern counties of 
the stale and cowpeas In soulhorn 
Illinois. 

Soybeaus are UMially seeded soon 
after corn planting In a thoroughly 
prepared seedbed which should con^ 
tain sulllclent moisture to sprout the 
beans. Inoculation is, of course, rec- 
ommended. When seeded solid wllIi 
a grain drill, 6 to 7 pecks of beans 
will bo required to the acre, or If 
planted In rows 28 to 32 Inches apart, 
:i5 to 45 pounds will aulllce In the 
case of medium-Hlzed seed. \ 

Sudan grass has also given satis- 
factory results ns a hot weather pas- 
ture and hay crop in IllinolK. How- 
ever, since sudan grass Is one of 
ihe favorite foods of chinch bug.s. It 
will bo advisable to seed either soy- 
beans ifV cowpeas as a companion 
cri>p to Sudan grass this year. Using 
MC* bushels of beans or peas and Ifj 
pounds of Sudan gra-ss to the acre 
glve^f a practical seeding.
